Also regarding page 8 of the remarks, if 
"resonance" frequency is not part of the claimed invention, it is not clear why applicant introduced this term to the discussion (see 
arguments filed 10/26/05, where pages of Tires, Suspension and Handling were introduced by applicant referring to resonant frequency).
